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| KILLED IN THE CAB. 


ENGINEER BROWNING CRUSHED TO DEATH 
AT BRIDGETON, MO, 


Two Collisions on the Wabash Western Rail- 
way in Twenty-Four Hours—The First, 
at Bridgeton, Results in the Death of the 
Engineer, Fireman and Brakeman In- 
jured and the Engine Totally Demolished 
The Second, at Compton Avenue, in the 
City, Breaks the Legs of Fireman Henry 
Hackett and the Frontsof Two Engines 
Freight Trains Involved in Both 
Wrecks—The Ruins. 


HE Wabash Western 
Railway suffered se- 
rious loss on Satur 
Gay night and yes- 
terday afternoon in 
two collisions. As 
the collisions were 
in both instances 
between freight 
trains only the lives 
of the train men 
were placed in dan- 
ger. In one an en- 
gineer was killed; 
in the other a fire- 
man was badly in- 

jured. The first of these accidents, that of 

Saturday night, occured at 9:30 o’clock at the 

bridge east of a station in,St. Louis County 

known as Bridgeton, where the eloping couple, 

Henry W. Moore and Mrs. Emma S. Norton, 

spent their first night away from St. Louis. 

One of the trainmen described the 

accident to a PostT-DISPATCH reporter: 

Both freights were extra, one going out from 

the city and the other coming. The one out 

was switching some cars of rails on to the 
siding, which is about 400 feet long and con- 
nects with the main track at both ends.

Anothe1 
brakeman on that train and the conductor, 
who were in the caboose, were thrown against 
the car side and bruised, but no bones were 
broken.’’ 

Soon after the accident occurred the fire- 
man, Carter, told the group surrounding him, 
as he lay on the Bridgeton platform, that 
when Engineer Brown ng saw the danger he 
reversed the engine an whistled down 
brakes. The brakeman probably thought the 
whistle was for astop at Bridgeton, as the 
train was near that station, and did not re- 
spond as quickly as the emergency demanded.

engine went crowding and crunching into the 

cars of rails. It was thrown off the track 
down an embankment, and four or five cars 

, piled down upon it took fire. They were still

The wreck was a 
terrible one, the extent of the damage to the 
engine being positively horrifying. Not a bit 
of its woodwork remained unburned, and the 
tender lying at the bottom of the embapk- 
ment was only a piece of flattened iron. Dr. 
Sam Johnson of St. Charles was telegraphed 
for. He went down to the scene of the 
accident to attend the wounded men. His 
services were of no avail to Browning, as he 
was dead when taken. out of the cab.

NATIONAL PRISON ASSOCIATION, 


A Large Attendance at To-Day’s Session of 
the Congress. 

Bosrox, Mass., July 16.—Nearly two hun- 
drep persons were present at to-day’s session 
of the National Prison Association in the hall 
of the House of Representatives. Frederick 
H. Wise, the secretary, read a list ot all per- 
sons registered — 169 in all—the largest attend - 
ance of delegates ever seen at a prison con- 
gress. The States represented were Alabama, 
Colorado, Connecticut, Georgia, Illinois, In- 
diana, Kansas, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Isiand, South Carolina, Texas, Virginia, Wis- 
consin and the Provinces. 

The paper ofthe forenoon was by Joseph 
Nicholson, Superintendent of the Detroit 
House of Correction and President of the 
Wardens’ Association. Hesaid thatthe Ber- 
tillon system for registration and identifica- 
tion of criminals, when in general use by re- 
formatory institutions and police de 
ments, under peepee restrictions, will prove a 
strong factor in repressing érime. The ques 
tion of how to deal with the criminal class 
must ere long be met by the application of 
more potent remedies than are now applied, 
in order that the cause of moral deformities 
may be reached. Several questions ere long 
will arrest the attention of thinking men. 
Among these will be the 2 ot the 
penal laws and the uncertainty of their ad- 
ministration; the demoralizing effects of pow- 
erful corporations and trusts; the bartering 
away of public domain and the enforced idle- 
ness caused by labor associations.

The several executive departments 
of the Government have also been requested 
toteke such measures as may necessary 
for an exhibit from each of them.

State one year next preceding the election at which 
he offers to vote, and during the last six 
that time shall have resided in the

ing upon the result of the election, nor servingat the 
time in the regular army or navy of the United 
States, shall be entitled to vote at such eleétion for 
all officers, State or municipal, made elective by the

he laws of this State, but he shall not vote elsewhere 
but in the election precinct where his name is regis- 
tered and whereof he Is registered asa resident. 
(Laws 1883, p. 38.) 

Section 8 of the same article prescribes the 
duties of the Recorder. It says he shall pro- 
vide a suitable registration book for each 
election precinct in the city, which shall have 
written or printed thereon the following oath: 
‘We, the undersigned, do solemnly swear (or 
aflirm) that we wül support the Constitution 
of the United States and of the State of Mis- 
souri. Wedo furthermore swear (or rm) 
that we have registered in no other election 
precincts; that we and each of us have given 
our true names (as hereto subscribed); that 
we live at the places herein designated by us, 
and that we and each of us have truly an- 
swered all questions propounded us touchin 
our registration.’ And itshail be the duty o 
the Recorder of Voters and his deputies to call 
the special attention of each person who may 
offer to register to the nature of this oath.’’ 

„This, said rder Williams, ‘‘is wh 
the question is asked of applicants for regis- 
tration. I have instructed my deputies to ask 
all the required questions, that there must be 
no slurring over, so that each applicant will 
1 understand the nature of the obli- 
gation to which he subscribes. ‘The new rule 
of Recorder Williams’, as it is referred to, has 
been the law for fifteen years.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF JOKING, 


A Bit of Pleasant Information for the Pun- 
ning Public. 


Sydney Smith’s famous saying that a 
Scotchman’s skull had to be trepanned be- 
fore he could understand a joke is recalled, 
says the Boston Advertiser, by the essay of 
J. H. Jackson, M. D., contributed to that 
leading medical authority, the London 
Lancet, and transferred to the pages of the 
Popular Science Monthly. The wise and genial 


doctor has, 60 to speak, applied the scalpel to 
the whole subject of joking, and laid bare its 
anatomy. That some jokes are no laughing 
matter’’ is what readers of comic journals 
know totheir cost; but, if we are to believe 
3 jealousy is a serious matter in- 
deed. 

We are told, in the first place, tliat there is a 
strict analogy between laughing and looking. 
Whether it is forthis reason that a person is 
said to see“ or not to ‘‘see’’ the point 
of a witticism the writer forbears to state; 
but at any rate it is claimed that ‘‘as 
there is a visual 17 so there ia a mental 
dipiopia, or, as it is commonly called, double 
consciousness.’’ This is illustrated by refer- 
ence to the stereoscope. As that optical in- 
strument requires two pictures of one object, 
so the mind duplicates each idea. And the 
sense of humor arises from the mutual rela- 
tions of two similar images in thought. ‘‘All 
thinking is the discovery of relations.“ The 
only difference between solemn and frolicsome 


thinking, Dr. Jackson assures us, is 
in the nature of the relation dis- 
covered. A sample pun is cited ; 


When is a little girl not a little girl? Answer: 
When she is a little horse (hoarse).’’ Here 
the last word may be pronounced in such a 
manner as to suggest the condition of the 
little girl who has a cold, and also to suggest 
a certain well-known animal. The doctor ad- 
mits thes the pun is feeble—and there, at least, 
his readers will agree with him—but he thinks 
the explanation of whatever mirth is provoked 
by the pun must be found ina certain titila- 
tion which the mind experiences in discover- 
ing that one word can establish a connection 
between two things so incongruous. 

Having thus shown the psychological basis 
of joking the Lancet writer proceeds to indi- 
cate a variety of ways in which the study of 
this — — may be applied to the solution of 
perplexing enigmas. t first the reader, es- 
pecially he be inclined to levity, may re- 
cetve a start, for our learned author says that 
„the process of mentation in the maniac is 


but a caricature of stereoscopic and 
alplopetio mentation in healthy peo- 
ple. And then follows a scientific dem- 


onstration that the ravin of the ma- 
niac and the performances of the pastor have 
the same mechanism. Butthe shock is only 
momentary. In the next 1 it is 
shown that joking supplies the key to the 
roblems of sanity as well as insanity. For 
nstance the smell of roses recalls to memory 
a particular room where a man had lived when 
achild. The reason is that in the room thus 
remembered there were a great many roses on 
certain occasions. Now,‘ the two scents linked 
together held together two dissimilar mental 
states.’’ That is, the mental pracess in this 
case de ded on a relation as slight, incon- 
spicuous, and hitherto unsuspected as the re- 
lations whose discovery causes laughter. 

Dr. Jackson finds that a process takes place 
in dreaming like that which takes place in 
joking. Perhaps this is why some people, 
especially babies, are observed to smile in 
their sleep. The writer tells of a physician 
who had been reading during the evening 
about the troubled condition of European pol- 
itics, and at night he dreamed that on being 
professionally consulted by Bismarck he pre- 
scribed for the continental y politic iodide 
of potassium. By the way, exactly this idea 
wae embodied in one of Sydney Smith’s most 
famous of whimsicalities, wherein he com-

MR. BRADLEY’S PEOULIAR ATTEMPTS AT 
REGULATING FEMININE CONDUCT.

OWN here at Asbury 
Park and Ocean Grove,

A Picture of Sea Life on the Ships of For-. 
mer Times—On a Four-Decker. 


From Longman’s Magazine. 

I doubt whether we shall ever again have 
sea songs of the old pattern. It isnot perhaps 
that the sentiment of the age is opposed to 
them, though the old Blackwall and Erith 
tomfoolery of drinking, fiddling and the like 
would not perhaps be fuund very suitable 
to the tastes of the day. The difficult lies 
in the dearth of nautical topics. For my part, 


I cannot understand what kind of opportuni- 
ties the naval war ofthe future is to supply 
the nautical song writer with. There is noth- 
ing poeticalinthe ironclad, nothing inspir- 
ing. * ter ay like a cloud.upon the 
sea, with cabin windows flashing, dn admiral 
in a cocked hat walking the quarter-gallery, 
the white hammock-lines of the vessel’s tow- 
ering defenses dotted with the red coats of 
marines, the blue surge breaking in sheets of 
silver against the golden brightness of 
the metal sheathing, pretty little 
midshipmen in iace and <dirks strut- 
ting the almond-white quarter-deck, 
groups of bronzed and brawny Sailors at work, 
with chunks of tobacco standing high under 
their cheekbones—here were materials to 
color the poetaster’s meekest jingles, and to 
put a free and windy and briny life of their 
own into the most hulting sing-song that ever 
eased the ear. There were twenty different 
types of ships to write about: from that cloud- 
like pyramid, the four-décker, giving tongues 


of name and voices 0 thunder to 
the meaning and the message ot 
the nation, down to the little cutter 


that with bow and fore-chaser oni 
heightened the brightness of the annals wit 
many a little spark ing passage. There were 
a thousand colors, and all were magical. But 
marine romance is now as flat as though the 
machinery with which the iron plate is rolled 
out had passed over it. What can there be of 
seamanship for the poet to sing of when the 

enius of the chase lies in the revolutions of 
the engines and in an amidship helm? There 
is no weather-gauge now to maneuver for. It 
matters not toasteamer how the wind sits. 
Jack, when he fires his gun, will keep his 
shirt on, stand inside a metal tower, and let 
fly at an enemy two leagues distant. His ship 
is as ugly as the dugong. It is not in poetic 
art to idealize her. A roaring old sea song of 
the type of the ‘‘Saucy Arethusa’’ or Stand 
to Your Guns, my Hearts of Oak’’ would ring 
with but a melencholy note through the inte- 
rior of the armiorclad. Indeed the extinction 
of the naval sailingship is of necessity the ex- 
tinction of the naval song as we understand 
the expression.

But the worst contingency of all would be 
the starting of a fire in any one of the 
buildings. The Mayor’s friends in the 
city institutions will doubtless serve his 
interests and those of the city better by 
attending carefully to the duties for 
which they are employed.

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A RUINED PLATFORM, 

While the Chicago Tribune, the St. Paul 
Pioneer-Press and an imposing array of 
other leading supporters of the Repub- 
lican ticket are open and persistent in 
their repudiation of the protection plank 
in the Republican platform,a large part of 
the protectionists themselves have repu- 
diated it and have been arrgigned, con- 
vioted and rebuked by Judge KELLY. 

Cannon of [ilinois and a number of

This was a distinol promise 
of protection to all sugar producers, and 
the attempt to put them off with uncon- 
stitutional and unstable bounties was 
justly denounced by Judge KELLY as a 
breach of party faith, a repudiation of the 
platform and a proposition which would 
be a fraud upon those who accepted it. 

The substitution of direct bounties for 
tariff protection is impracticable, because 
it would either mean bounties to every- 
body or bounties to nobody, and the offer 
was therefore a fraud on its face. But it 
shows what a fraud the protection cry is, 
and that the tariff plank was not adopted 
in good faith by anybody but the small 
coterie of Pennsylvania cranks led by 
Judge KELLY.

DR. MATTHEWS SURPRISKS SOME 
MEMBERS OF HIS CONGREGATION.

He Declares That He Will Announce No

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STAIN AND CROMWELL, 


New Developments Eetadlishing the Inno- 
cenec of the Condemned Men, 


BanGcor, Me., Jaly 16.—The latest develop- 
ments in the Stain-Uromwell case ere start- 
ling. Just as it is closed and an appeal is to 
goto a fall bench for anew trial, the Win- 
throp Bank produces a package of literature 
which, had it been given out at the time of 
the trial, would undoubtedly have set the 
men free. It seems to establish beyond 


doubt that youn Stain, lying in 
a Maine jafi, racked his brain to concoct 
some scheme whereby he could gain a few 
dollars, even if he sent his father to the gal- 
lows or to prison for lite. A few years ago * 
Winthrop Bank, situated in inthrop, 
Central Maine, lost by robbery in the Might 
time over $58,000 in paper, which was after- 
ward recovered on the payment in New York 
City of $10,000, although the bank people 
never knew just who robbed them. Feb- 

ruary, 1887, while young Stain was in the Nor- 
ridgewock jail, be confessed to Mr. Mitchell, 
the officer who arrested Stain and Cromwell, 
that > his fathar, Cromwell and one 
Gleason, a New York crook, did the job, 
Mitchell had him write out the confession and 
this he took to the bank ee. asking at the 
time about the reward. ing promised this 
if the confession proved — t was left for in · 
spection. The bank people found there were 
some giaring errors and so wrote Mitchell, and 
young Stain corrected them, he being all the 
while in jail. Later the bank folks wrote out 
thirty questions, which were answered by 
Stain. The whole 2 was then written out, 
inspected and reje the bank. All the 
letters of Mr. Mi bell, those of Stain and all 
his answers were kept, however, and itis the 
production at this late hour of these that 
causes the latest sensation. 


The story, as ita 
relates wholly to inthrop, is almost word 
for word like the so-called confession of the

In both, where he said 
his father told him not to recognize him, he 
uses the same words. The bank officials de- 
clare he must have geet altered the story after 
they rejected it, to fit the Dexter case, catch- 
ing the County Sheriff Mitchell, and the New 
York pa per, which was desirous of out-doing 
all detective bureaus. 

They had good ground for rejection. Two 
weeks before Mitchell first appeared at 
the bank «a stranger called, introducing 
himself as a New York detective and asking 
atthe same time for full particulars of the 
bank’s loss.
